Scientist* Who Believer That She Human 


Race, Will Surlp.^ £*NM£ 


Thero is a \vbole sehool of Hfoiepean 


scientists who believe that this world 
•will "come to an end," sa far as man- 
kind ara concerned, at about the year 
'4000 A. D., by the human race degen- 
erating until tlitwfinSDy disappear.from 
the lace of tho globe! French, English 
and German statisticians of this school 
have been studying the military and 
other record for proof of their unique 
theories, and if their published accounts 
are reliable they have been surprisingly 
soccessful. 


The records used by both the German 


and the Frenchman extend back nearly 
400 years. From these it is learned that 
the average height of continental Eu- 
ropeans in 1610 was 5 foot 9 inches. In 
1790 
they had degenerated nntil the 


average was only 6 feet C inches and 80 
years later, in 1820, it v/as only 5 feet 
o inches. At the present time it is only 
5 feet 8% inches. It is an easy matter 
for expert statisticians to deduce from 
tho above figures facts that will prove a 
regular and very rapid decline in human 
stature. 
Figuring in an opposite direc- 


tion, it ia shown that the men of 5,000 
years ago were giants, •whose average 
height was 16 feet and 9 inches. Com- 
ing down to our era it is shown that the 
average height of man was 9 feet, and 
that in tho fifth century there were more 
men that were over 7 feet high than 
were less than 6. 


Bnt the most astonishing results of 


this scientific story of degeneration 
come from the application of this law 
of gradual diminution to tho future. It 
is shown that by the end of tho year 
8500 A. D. the stature of the average 
man will be reduced to 15 inches, mid 
that within less thnn BOO years from 
that date, or, say, about the year 4000, 
mankind will have utterly disappeared 
from the globe.—S't Louis Eopnblic.

The witness, wbo 
seemed to be very candid with no de- 
sire to conceal anythmg thut be knew 
relating to the case, also testified that 
he offered to go auv.y during the trial 
if paid for doing »o. He is the father

Heney did not take 
the stand ia bis own behalf at the first 
trial, and, perhaps, he may not do ao in 
the present trial. If he acquired pos- 
session of the gold honestly he ought 
to take the stand and state, when, how 
and where. 
His partners would, of 


coarse, corroborate his testimony and 
that would end his connection with 
the mint shortage. The fact that he 
has not done this creates the impres- 
sion in the minds of impartial men, 
excepting some of the jurors in the 
first trial, that he is implicated in the 
mint robbery and that if he did not 
take the gold which he had made into 
bars at the Reno Reduction Works 
from the mint he must necessarily 
know who did as the gold, according to 
expert testimony, was finer than any 
ever found in quartz ledge or placer 
mine. 


A report of the proceedings in the 


case received late last night shows that 
Heney was on the stand yesterday ia 
his 
own 
behalf 
and 
stated 


that he received the gold which 
he had melted at the Reno Reduction 
Works from his brother in California 
but hs is unable to say where his 
brother is located at present.

The latter will, however, 
voS for a Republican President pro tern 
and a Democratic Sergeant-at-Arms, so 
that the Republicans will have control 
of the Senate, except the Finance Com- 
mittee, which will be strong for free 
coinage.

CABSON, December 11,1895. 


In opening the testimony for the de- 


fense Attorney Coffin stated to the 
jury. We expect to show that so far as 
the books of the mint are concerned 
there is no shortage; that the books 
are absolutely correct and balance all 
right. That there is a shortage no one 
disputes and we propose to show that 
it occurred since May, 1394, through 
stealage, gold lost from mint wastage 
and all that sort of thing. The noted 
spurious Bodie melt, where over $20,- 
000 of the shortage originally is ac- 
counted for was made Hi the mint in 
the first part of Match, 1895. 


Heney was in San Francisco when 


the shortage was discovered and first 
announced and subsequently went to 
Los Angeles, where with his wife he at- 
tended to a matter of business, giving 
her a full power of attorney to transact 
the same. From there he passed to 
Arizona and on his way to Colorado he 
learned of the arrest of Jones in this 
Carson Mint shortage, and being held 
in $25,000 bail. He learned that he 
also was accused of being connected 
with the shortage, and that detectives 
were hot after him. He knew he could 
not readily furnish any such exhor- 
bitant bail and naturally tried to avoid 
immediate arrest. 
He openly com- 


municated with his wife and counsel 
here in Carson, however, by mail and 
telegraph, finally negotiating to volun- 
tarily return and stand trial with 
bonds to be fixed at $10,000. Upon this 
United 
States Marshal 
Humphrey 


went out and brought him in from 
Leadville, Colorado, but on his prelim- 
inary examination before the U. S. 
Commission, 
for 
some 
undefined 


reason his bail was raised to $25,000, 
which was subsequently reduced to 
$15,000, which was 
given and Mr. 


Heney allowed to go at largo. 


Neil Maker sworn—Formerly amal- 


gamator at the Mexican mill, Empire, 
but now running the dynamo electric 
department; knew Joseph Langevin a 
number of years; worked in the mill 
and was discharged two or three times 
for incompetency and had to leave 
Empire. His character for truth and 
veracity is bad in the community; 
would not believe him under oath. 
Hank May, foreman, and in fact about 
all the employes of the mill give him 
that same reputation; nobody takes his 
word for anything. 


James Wiggins—Resident of Empire; 


batcher; known Heney for years; tes- 
tified the same as to the public reputa- 
tion of Langevin for truth and veracity 
and emphatically wouldn't believe him 
under oath; am on friendly terms with 
him, all the same. 


S. E. Patterson—Constable, Carson; 


known Langevin several years inti- 
mately; reputation for truth and verac- 
ity decidedly bad. Most people con- 
sider him of nnsonnd mind and would 
be afraid >to accept his oath on any- 
thing. Was around the streets last 
evening after 
more testimonials of 


public opinion, and Messrs. Tonpin, 
Rail, Shulze, Hofer, Folsom, Bray and 
several others all agreed to this same 
thing, and that he was irresponsible 
and they would not believe him under 
oath; heard he concealed himself in 
the late Heney trial, but don't know it; 
never paid him or any other man a 
cent for that kind of business. 


Cross-examined 
by Clarke — Have 


been in tbe employ of ttio defense in 
this and other mint case since com- 
mencement, or since last May. Have 
received probably $300—no regular sal- 
ary. Never was employed or paid by 
Heney, but by Coffin in this particular 
case; employed to gather up witnesses 
and evidence from the Comstock, Sil- 
ver City, and run here and elsewhere. 
Every man I spoke to last evening said 
he wouldn't believe Langevin under 
oath. 


Barney Brale, Policeman — Known 


Joe Langevin several years in Empire 
and since. His reputation for truth 
and veracity is very bad.

JAMES HENEY SWORN.

THE VACCINATION OBDJSK 


Proceedings Instituted to Teat IU 


Legality. 


Proceedings were commenced in the 


District Court yesterday to test the 
legality of the order requiring every 
child who attends the public schools 
to present a certificate from a reputable 
physician that he or she bad been 
vaccinated within the last five years. 
The case is entitled T. V. Julien vs. J. 
E. Bray, Principal of the Reno public 
school, F. H. Norcross, District At- 
torney, for the plaintiff and Torreyson 
& Summerfield for the defendant. 


The Board of Health is the real de- 


fendant in tbe case and it purposes, so 
it is stated, to draw on the State fund 
to defend its position. It is claimed by 
the plaintiff that the Legislature did 
not intend in the act creating the 
Board of Health to delegate despotic 
power to that or any Board. The 
BoaVd requires all-pupils, whether they 
have had variola, varioloid or varicella, 
co produce a certificate that they have 
been vaccinated within five years or be 
excluded from the public schools, in 
facl two or three pupils who have bad 
the variola have been sent home from 
the schools because they were not 
vaccinated, 
yet

authorities state that a person who has 
once had the smallpox is proof egainst 
the disease. Imagine, if you please, a 
person who has had the smallpox going 
through the faroial operation of vac- 
cination, when tbe physician who per- 
forms tbe operation knows that it will 
have no effect, yet unless he does so he 
is to be excluded from the public 
schools of the State. It is not possible 
that in this enlightened age such a 
sweeping order as that made by the 
Board of Health can be sustained by 
the law, but, if it is, tbe law should be 
repealed before the passage of the 
Legislative Fund bill by the next 
Legislature.

"If nothing is done by your govern- 
ment," in bis opinion, "yon may live 
to see lumber shipped from Germany to 
Poget^qnnd " When the professor was 
in Oregon and Washington, tbo whole 
coast was darkened with smoke from 
fires devouring enormous tracts of tim- 
ber unsurpassed in tbe world. His re- 
mark that tbe lifo of the forests is the 
life of tho people is no flourish of rhet- 
oric. It is a verified law of nature, but 
trifled with or ignored as yet in America.

Abont Lightning Strokes. 


Certain facts about lightning strokes, 


tho rcsnlt of years of experiment by the 
United States weather bureau, havo ro- 
pently been tabulated. Thunderstorms 
reach their maximum in June and July, 
though reported in every mouth except 
January, the region of winter thunder- 
storms centering about Louisiana. Forty 
such storms are the maximum average 
for uuy snob.section. The average loss 
of life from lightning in the United 
States is 24 persons; of loss of property, 
over 11,500,000. People living in cities 
and thickly built towns run little dan- 
ger, tbe risk in the country or suburbs 
being five times as great. For the same 
reason the center of a grove or forest ia 
much safer than its edges or isolated 
trees, the dense growth acting to dis- 
tribute the current.—St. Louis Post- 
Dispatch.
